Malaya: 


R Lachie Macdonald's report on the 

situation in Malaya, which appears 
elsewhere on this page, makes sombre 
and discouraging reading, If his is an 
accurate assessment (and there iy no 
reason to believe otherwise for Mr 
Macdonald is an experienced and objec- 
tive reporter) it means that the anti- 
bandit campaign, costly in men, money 
and materials, is making no substantial 
progress. On the contrary recent 
developments support the contention 
that the Communists are operating 
with greater freedom than before. Our 
Singapore correspondent disclosed last 
week that the guerillas were now 
engaged in a successful campaign of 
intimidation directed against native 
workers on rubber plantations, one 
result of which has been to jeopardise 
Malaya’s rubber-producing industry at 
considerable gold dollar joss to Britain. 
The real menace of the Communists’ 
_ activities, however, lies in the under- 
mining of confidence among the people 
in the ability of the legally constituted 
government to maintain.law and order 
and’'to afford full protection to lives 
and property. The rebellion in Malaya 
-is not merely a military problem. It has 
wide’ political implications calling for 
counter-political measures. The Briggs 
Plan, apparently, has failed. Just. why, 
it ia not very clear. In essence it was

sound and practicable. But it appears 
that the resettlement scheme, the 
principal feature of the Briggs Plan, 
has been sabotaged by the successful 
infiltration of Communist agents within 
the new areas. This suggests the 
Authorities have not been adequately 
served by their intelligence and security 
departments. But whatever the 
shortcomings of the Briggs Plan it is 
now becoming more widely recognised 
that it requires the unstinted and 
practical co-operation of the general 
populace to bring about the eradication 
of the Communist menace in Malaya. 
The urgent task confronting the 
Authorities is to convince the people 
that it is in their own interests to 
fight and repel the guerillas; that their 
own future welfare is at stake; that 
Communism holds nothing for them 
but terror and degradation. The 
illegal activities of the Communist 
partisans are inimical to the will of 
the people and it is the duty of the 
Government to convince them of this 
and to arouse them from their present 
state of ill-conceived passiveness to 
active participation in the struggle 
against the rebels. If this cannot be 
done the prospects of an effective 
campaign .to restore peace and 
tranquillity to Malaya are not 
encouraging.

Fayid, Nov. 21. 
The bodies of two British 
soldiers were found today in 
the sweet water canal at 
Ismailia, where they had

The two soldiers had been 
missing since Sunday afternoon

planters’ clubs” to their use of 
special constables to protect 
platlers and miners, 
"The whole question is poli- 
tical dynamite,” Mr ‘Macdcnald 
continues. The Government 
has tong been leaning on Malay 
support to end the guerilla wir 
fare “but it is an umdentable 
fact that many specials are t- 
trained, it-disciplined, some- 
times unreliable and occasionally 
corrupt.” 

General Briggs’ plan for 
settlement also comes under the 
carrespondent's fire. “Planters 
mn some areas believe that 
guerillas have penetrated the 
ranks of the resettlement guards 
and have more supporters 
among embittered members of 
the new communities than they 
previously had among the scat- 
tered squatter families uprooted 
and shifted to new settlements,” 
he says. 


PLAN FAILS 


General Briggs’ plan to sweep

Moran playing women's 
parts in an amateur stage 
production in their student 
days. 


Sir Alexander lit a 
cigarette from a Bunsen 
burner and talked of the 
Institute’s work.

“This used to be, and still 
is, a place where vaccines 
are made on a large scale— 
for the prevention of 
typhoid, whooping cough, 
and for the treatment of 
such illnesses as bronchial 
asthma,” he said. 


“There are the vaccines 
against virus. We are very 
interested in a new vaccine 
for influenza, and there is a 
search going on in connec- 
tion with those things. 


ALLERGIES. 


“Another activity we 
have is a very large clinic 
for the allergies---hay-fever, 
asthma and so on. We 
collect Jarge . quantities of 
grass and other pollens in a 
polienarium (a greenhouse 
with a laboratory set up in 


‘it) on Lord Iveagh’s estate 


in Surrey. From these, we 
prepare extracts for the 
treatment of hay-fever.

because it is cheap and be- 
cause it is non-poisynous. 
The others are used for 
treating microbes ingensi- 
tive to penicillin. 


Research is going on into 
how and why the = anti- 
biotics produce the germ- 
killing results they do, and 
penicillin that has been 
rendered radio-active is 
used so that its work in the 
body can be studied and 
tested. 


Sir Alexander is 70, and 
those who work with him say 
there are jobs in the Institute 
that only he, with his ‘“twon- 
derful hands” can do. But: 
“I don't get mudh. time to work 
these days,” he said, “people 
are always coming ‘in to talc.” 
He nimbly jumped up on to a 
wobbly, tbackless stool, and 
reached down a pamphlet from 
the top shelf of the bookcase,

GUESS they are glad to see

But there have 
been very few disputes and al- 
most no rows, even when the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
have got tough, which has hap- 
pened occasionally. 


This tour hes cost Canada well 
over $1,000,000, hundreds of 
thousands ef man-hours, and 
limitless nervous energy. The 
Canadians consider them all 
well spent. 


The tour has been a great 
success. And for this the 
first and mest important thanks 
go tg Princess Blizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinbungh themselves. 
They have "made" the tour, and 
not even the loyal welcomes, the 
moving ceremonies, the pomp 
and panoply could have stamp- 
ed it with success without the 
charm and endearing person- 
allties of the royal couple. 


You will find a different Prin- 
cess when she steps «n to the 
soll of England again. The 
King’s elder daughter has more 
poise, more self-confidence, more 
authority. She has proved her- 
self utterly worthy of her exalt- 
ed position. Not once has she 
faltered. 


Charm is the secret 


THINK of her on that first 

grey, wet morning stepping off 
the plane at Dorval Airport, 
Montreal. The crowd was thin 
and bedraggled—the forecast 
150,000 people never material- 
lIsed. Perhaps the Princess and 
the Duke expected a bigger 
throng, a more thunderous wel- 
come. Hut they gave no sign. 
Instead, there were the charming 
smile, the grace and naturalness 
of the Princess and the confident 
grin of the Duke. From that 
Moment, right until the depar- 
ture at St John's, Newfound- 
land, they have’ been under a 
perpetual Spotlight, 


The Royal Tour is Princess 
Elizabeth's triumph. The Duke 
of Edinburgh at first showed 
greater crowd appeal, and there 
were pelty complaints, chiefly 
from United States correspon- 
dents, about the Princess being 
too austere and regal. I haven't 
heard any of those complaints 
in the past week. Today the 
Canadians say of the Princess: 
“You cannot improve on per- 
fection.” 


Sorhe incidents in the tour 
stand out: The Princess’s eyes 
filming with tears when Mayor 
Camiilien Houde, of Montreal, 
asked her about the King’s 
health, 


The crowd at Edmonton 
station in the booming oil coun- 
try rushing down the railway 
lines after the train as it pulled 
away, and the Princess, in dia- 


mond tiara and evening dress 
and wearing ‘her, mink . stole, - 
standing on the observation plat- 
form and waving over and over 
Ogun, 


The royal couple sitting in the 
excruciating cold in the stadium 
ot Calgary watching the 
broncho-busting at the rotieo 
show, 


The Duke gulping over the 
highly seasoned cowboy food 
and hiding his smile at the 
Indian squaws in nylons. 


But the scene which I remem- 
ber best was on the balcony of 
the Windser Hotel, at Montreal, 
The huge crowd had waited for 
six hours or more in bitter 
weather, Inside the hotel the 
elaborate banquet drags on, 
Every few minutes the crowd 
shouts: “We want the Princess! 
We want the Princess!" The 
horses of the mounted police 
shiver and stamp their hooves; 
the soldiers and sailors and air- 
men lined up in Dominion 
Square are blue with cold. 


Echoing clamour 


IMERE is still no sign from 
the tbulcony, but the crowd 
remains patient. ‘Then, and it Js 
almost midnight, Princess Eliza- 
beth uppears. Lights flash from 
her diamonds, and her royal 
sash is brilliant against the dark 
crimson backdrop. She waves 
and the crowd cheers and shouts 
and yells until the old hotel 
seems to shake and Dominion 
Square echoes with the clamour, 
That, for me anyway, was the 
highlight of the tour. 


Washington was impressive 
and satisfying, and the father- 
liness and informality of Pre- 
sident Truman towards the 
Princess was delightful to watch, 
but this, essentially, has been a 
British Empire triumph. 


I do not want to be too sentl- 
mental, but the Canadian tour 
has proved again the deep love 
for the Crown of people thou- 
sands of miles from England. It 
has shown the durability of our 
system, I say it is a marvellous 
and moving thing for Canadians 
In the tiny towns in the foothilis 
of the Rockies to pledge thelr 
allegiance and pay their tribute 
to this English girl. i 


‘Come back soon’ 


SAY it is a fine and wonderful 
thing that these Canedian 
children should have been 
brought up 40 ‘honour the 
Throne, 


‘And having said this f must 
add that Canada is not going to 
be satisfled with a royal visit 
every 12 years or so. Canada 
@ets stronger, wealthier, more 
mature all the time. In many 
ways Canada already outstrips 
the United Kingdom itself. I 
don't thins a Royal Family re- 
siding in England and aly 
Taking occasional journeys to 
the Dominions will suffice for 
the changed. and changing nature 
of our Commonwealth. ‘There 
may have to be, perhaps, a re- 
sident member. of the Royal 
Family in each of the Dominions. 


These are thoughts which 
many Canadians have expressed 
tu me. They believe the time 
calls for adjustment in the royal 
role. Meanwhile, they say to 
Princess Elizabeth and the Duke 
of Edinburgh, “Bon voyage, and 
come back oon.”

The difficulties that confrani 
a steward are not to be forgotten. 
First and.foremost is the extreme 
difficulty of establishing proof in 
cases of inconsistent running. 
The circumstances may wake it 
atl 400 plain that something 
beyond the bounds of strict 
honésty has taken place. To es- 
tablish proof to the extent that 
the offenders can be suitably 
punished is a different matter. 
It is natural to shrink from acticn 
that might destroy a man's 
livelihood, and the confidence of 
the ruling body cannot have 
been increased by the unfavour- 
able reception certain sections of 
the Press have accorded to their 
efforts to eliminate doping. 

Yet, despite the difficulties, 
something must be ddpe.- For a 
start, the Jockey Club rhight shed 
a little of its traditional aloofness 


of public opinion could soon be 
led to its support. 

The next point to consider is 
whether suffigient use ts being 
made of the stewards’ secretaries. 
At present their powers are 
limited; ‘they serve the local 
stewards only in an. advisory 
capacity.

He said that Fire Brigade ap- 
pliances were on the scene at 
about 7.15 p.m.—a few minutes 
after the first call.

Man On Trial At Sessions 


Alleged to have participated in an armed rob- 
bery at the secretary’s office, 
torium, Happy Valley, on January 20, 1949, when 
a box of jewellery and $9,700 in Hongkong cur- 
rency were removed from a safe, Chan Fook-hung, 
aged 32, unemployed, was arraigned before Mr 
Justice Scholes at the Criminal Sessions this 


morning. 


The accused, who was not 
legally represented, pleaded Not 
Guilty to a charge of robbery 
with aggravation. 


The jury empanelled com- 
prised six men and a woman. 
Mr M. Morley-John, Crown 
Counsel, assisted by Det.-Sub- 


Insp. E, L. Thomas, conducted 
the case for the prosecution, 


Counsel described the robbery 
in which four men took part 
and said that the accused was 
arrested on information on 
August 10 this year, After 
being cautioned he made a 
statement which the detective 
wrote down in his notebook 
and the aceused signed it. Later 
that evening at the Eastern 
C.LD, office the accused elected 
to make a further statement, 
He was cautioned and he wrote 
it out himself. 


The following day the ac- 
cused was charged wi the 
offence. He was again caution- 
ed and he wrete out a state- 
ment In answer to the charge. 


REVOLVER THREAT 


First witness called was 
Yuen Ha-kwong, Secretary of 
the Hongkong Sanatorium since 
1988. He told the Court that 
at about 10.20 pm. on January 
20, 1949,,a man came into his 
office carrying a revolver. 


“He threatened me and told 
me not to make a noise nor to 
move,” said witness. “He told 
me to stand up and at the point 
of his gun I went to the safe. 
At the same time another robber 
came in. I told them that I was 
not the person who locked after 
the money and that the person 
in charge had firtshed work |“ 
and had gone home, I was try- 
ing to put them off but I was 
not successful. Pointing the 
gun at my head they made me 
cpen the safe. 


“At that time I heard a noise 
and a third man came in. The 
man who held the gun then 
placed it on a table beside him 
and took money from the sate. 
He took over $9,000 and a 
jewellery box and two crossed 
cheques, The jewellery be- 
jonged to a friend of mine and 
was there for safe-keeping.” 


. Witness, replying to Crown 
Counsel, said that the money 
represented that day’s takings 
and the fees collected ‘by the 
various doctors. 


“The robber also took out @ 
paper bundle but when he open- 
ed it and found -only: military 
yen he put it back into the safe,” 
said witness, “He then took 
my fountain pen." :
